for me,” Theodore P. Shonts wrote in 
1911 to his daughters, who were living 
in Paris. The letter forms part of the 
defense set forth in the answer of Mrs. 
Amanda C. Thomas to the $1,000,000 
alienation suit filed against her by 
Mrs. Milla D. Shonts, the widow. 

“TI have sacrificed companionship, 
health, rest, and everything which ap- 
peals to me in order to fill your girl- 
hood years with every pleasure and 
your later years with sweetest memo- 
ries of your youth,” he wrote. “Now 
my advancing years require a change. 
While I-do not want to commercialize 
love, I must require a quid pro quo in 
deeds as well as words.” 

The defense of Mrs. Thomas also de- 
clares that Mr. Shonts suffered loneli- 
ness and neglect because of his wife's 
desire to move in titled society in Eu- 
rope, and that he was forced to work 
incessantly to supply the money re- 
quired by his wife’s social ambitions. 

“ Make a Home for Me.” 

, Mr. Shonts’ letter to his daughter 
written May 16, 1911, reads: 

“My Dear Children: 

“TI still call you children, but as a 
matter of fact you are grown-ups and 
must discharge the duties of grown-. 
ups. You keep asking me what you 


June until December of last year I kept 
writing you ,how ill I have been—that 
I was growing older, and that I greatly 
needed care and attention. I told you 
that I could afford to keep up only one 
home, and said if your hearts prompted 
you to do it, how happy I would be to 
have you come over here and make us 
a real home. I also said that if your 
hearts were not in it—if your friends 
and interests and happiness were in 
Europe to be honest and frank enough 
to say so, and I would then know how 
to plan for myself here, but that I 
would continue to send’ you all I could 
spare—considering my heavy indebted. 
ness here—for you to live on there. 
“What was your answer to all my 
appeals? You stayed away and your 
mother came over here. Her first 
overt act was to demand possession of 
her property, a part of which she in- 
herited, but most of which I gave her.

In‘ 
place of resenting it and denouncing 
her actions as an outrage, and after all 
the sacrifices I have made to protect 
and build up the property, you each 
wrote a polite note saying you would 
urge her to be prudent. 

Wife “Mentally Unbalanced.” 
“Then your mother began a syste- 
matic campaign of villification and 
slander against me—a campaign of lies 
too low and vile for decent people to 
even repeat. I wrote that her own 
doctor said that she was mentally un- 
balanced, which was the kindest inter- 
pretation which possibly could be put 
on her conduct. What then hap- 
pened? A carefully prepared note of 
admonition and advice was received 
from Marguerite, which, in view of 
the facts I had gone to so much pains 


impudence. Realizing, however, that 
for many years you have lived almost 
exclusively with your mother, and 
always under the direct influence of 
her perverted ideas of life, and have 
breathed the atmosphere of deceit and 
hypocrisy she everywhere created, ‘I 
have been patient and considerate of 
you. 

“Even when you hurt me most, I 
am always hoping that you would, in 
time, awaken to the true situation and 
learn to love and practice truthfulness 
and sincerity in all things and with all 
people, and appreciate those qualties in 
others above everything else in the 
world. This still is my hope, and, 
should it ever die, I then will be ready 
to give up the struggie, and, heart 
broken, die with it.

20,000 Out 
at Gotham; 
New Union 


New York, April 10.—New York to 
night faced the menace of a food and 
fuel famine and a complete paralysis 
of passenger traffic by the spread of 
the strike of railroad workers, coupled 
with a strike of harbor employés. 

The walkout extended to switchmen 
and yardmen of the New York Central 
and firemen of the Lackawanna rail- 
road. Regular passenger service on 
these lines and the Erie broke down 
tonight. Schedules on other roads were 
disrupted and many trains canceled. 
A few carloads of food were received 
today, but the opinion of railroad of- 
ficials based on the night’s develdp- 
ments were that the situation was “ ex- 
tremély grave,” and*that the railways 
would not, be in a position to combat 
the strike for forty-eight houfs. 

20,000 Quit Posts. 

Approximately 20,000 men have left 

their posts in the New York district. 
Strike leaders issued an announcement 
that “all freight and passenger service 
would be paralyzed tomorrow.” 
Only 5 per cent of the normal freight 
transportation facilities were function- 
ing. It was estimated half a million 
persons were kept idle today by the 
strike. 

The only freight coming into New 
York City consists of milk and some 
other perishables. Heavy meat ship- 
ments came in today and the milk 
supply was normal. Wholesalers have 
begun marking up food prices. 

Mails are, with milk, the one excep- 
tion to the embargoes now in operation. 
These are running unusually heavy, 
owing to the doubtful status of express 


matter.

The statement said in part: 

“ We have decided to be known here- 
after as the United Railroad Workers 
of America. Our officers have been 
elected and they have drawn up de- 
mands which will be presented to the 
proper officials for ‘consideration. 

Allegiance and Defiance at Once. 

“We do not want our names to be 
misunderstood as representing the na- 
tional organization. We still belong 
to our present railroad body, but if 
the general organization does not up- 
hold us in this strike,we shall con- 
tinue our activities under our adopted 
name. 

“We want it emphasized that the 
men-who have attended our meetings 
are affiliated with one or more of the 
four big organizations. 

“ All officers and members are sat- 
isfied with the progress we have made 
so far, and we have caused no trou- 
ble outside of leaving our posts, and 
we intend to conduct ourselves in the 
same manner in the future.”

When they get ready to 
zo back to work I presume they will do 
so on the same basis.”’ 


Brotherhoods Optimistic. 

Rail officials and brotherhood chiefs 
viewed the Chicago situation with sat- 
isfaction yesterday. It was the uni- 
versal belief in railroad circles that, 
had it not been for the national situa- 
‘tion the local walkout now would have 
been ended. 

The announcement by the New 
York Central and the St. Pauwl that 
all freight embargoes on their lines

We have had no desertions from 
our ranks—they are still solfd. 

“e’Ve are not picketing the yards—if 
the railroads can get men to work for 
them at the’ price they are paying, 
they will receive no interference from 


Food Supplies Safe. 


The question of food supplies was 
cleared last night following the com- 
pletion of the national survey by the 
department of agriculture, when it was 
announced that thirty days’ supply 
was available in most centers of popu- 
lation. 

Reports to the department from Chi- 
cago showed that the supply of various 
commodities had been reduced about} 
50 per cent with the possible exception 
of potatoes. Reasons given for this re- 
duction included the fact that nearly 
all of the railroads were refusing ship- 
ments here.

RULE 
RAIL UNIONS 


Old Leaders. 


BY ARTUR M. EVANS. 
The inside story of the railroad 
strike was unfolded yesterday by two 
high officials of the big brotherhoods 
which are fighting to break the “in- 
surgent” walkout. 

It forms a document of especial in- 
terest to the general public, to indus- 
try and business, to farmers and min- 
ers, all hard hit by the tieup of trans- 
portation. Also it may give some en- 
lightenment to strikers who may have 
followed “rebel” leadership without 
inquiring what percentage of the prom- 
ises were gold bricks. 

The testimony is that the tieup had 
its origin in an effort of a small group, 
led by John Grunau, an opportunist, 
to grab control of a part of railroad 
labor. This in turn meant Ahe wreck- 
ing of the old established unions, 
known far and wide as the “aristoc- 
racy” of organized labor in America. 
It was able to spread like a forest fire 
by virtue of the prevalent unrest in 
railroad labor, whose wages have not 
kept pace either with high cost of liv- 
ing or with the wage advances among 
the craft unions. It is typical of what 
has been occurring throughout organ- 
ized labor since the armistice, a fight 
on the part of extremists to supplant 
the old leaders, conservative in the 
main, by promising to get the earth 
for all who follow. 

“Due te Profiteering.” 

Where the brotherhoods are seeking 
wage increases through the machinery 
set up by the Cummins-Esch act, the 
“insurgent ” leaders take the opposite 
course. But the wage increases have 
become secondary — Grunau himself 
has said thé main fight is to break the 
old brotherhood leaderships. 
ere is the genesis of the strike, as 
narrated by A. F. Whitney, vice presi- 
dent of the Brotherhood of Railway 
Trainmen: 
“The strike was made pé6ssible be- 
cause the federal government allowed 
profiteers to boost prices of food, cloth- 
ing, and shelter, and wages were una- 
bie to keep pace with the leaps in high 
cost of living. Men saw more in- 
creases in rent coming May 1; they. saw 
foodstuffs and garments and shoes stil! 
climbing, and they were desperate. 
The unrest instead of abating has been 
growing.

New Haven, Conn., April 10.—-[Spe- 
cial.}—The resignation of Arthur 
Twining Hadley, president of Yale 


for twenty and a half years, today was 
accepted by the trustees of the uni- 
versity. Dr. Hadley will remain with 
the department of political economy at 
the university. 

In his letter of resignation, President 
Hadley said: 

“ Early in 1921 I shall reach the age 
at which the statutes of the corpora- 
tion permit its officers to retire.

I am making 
this request more than a year in ad-

Get Behind the Farmer, 
Is Plea. 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 
Washington, D. C., April 10.—([Spe- 
clal.—-A warning of a further increase 
in the cost of living was sounded today 
| by nry A. Moehlenpah, member of

Calling attention to a decreased pro 
duction of foodstuffs, which is in pros 
pect this year, Mr. Moehlenpah aasert- 
ed that agricultural] conditions are seri- 
ous. He said that “ money and credits 
should be mobilized and swung to the 
weakest place in our whole economic 
program and put behind the farmer.” 


Labor Situation Acute. 


“If the city man expects to escape 
a further increase in the high cost of 
living he will have to get behind the 
farmer and supply the money and 
credit required to produce the things 
needed to feed and clothe the world,” 
said Mr. Moehlenpal.. 

“At no time has the world been far 
removed from famine. But today con- 
ditions are grave. Indications are that 
the grain acreage this year in the corn 
belt will be smaller than for many 
years. The farm labor situation is 
acute throughout the country. Many 
farmers in the best sections of Lilinois, 
lowa, Wisconsin, Minnesota, and Mis- 
souri are seeding down their corn land 
to hay, because hay can be harvested 
and marketed with less labor than corn. 
“Investigations made by the New 
York State Agricultural college and 
the United States bureau of crop esti- 
mates show that the number of per- 
sons on New York farms decreased 3 
per cent between February, 1919, and 
the same date in 1920, while the num- 
‘ber of hired men employed on the 
farms decreased 7 per cent during the 
same period. 

*“ And early reports indicate that crop 
conditions are below normal in many 
districts. 


Must Back Farmer. 


“The situation in Europe is not 
such as to warrant the expectation that 
there will be an early return to normal 
production of food crops. Any weoereel 
erable shortage in any one section 
of the world will mean hardship th¢ 
world over during the coming winter. 
“ Money and credits should be mobil- 
ized and swung to the weakest place 
in our whole economic program and put 
behind the farmer in sufficient amount 


jchinery.”

“What I actually said was that the 
vice royalty was no bed of roses and 
I have no objection to a surrender of 


it at any time, but I have no intention | 


of resigning as long as I can serve my 
country in this position. There is no 
probability of my +resignation this 
year.”

Lord French took opportunity to 
deny that he had any evidence or be-

National prohibition may or may not 
have an important bearing on the out- 
come of the major league champion- 
ship races which are to be inaugurated 
next Wednesday. Its effects will be 


watched with interest by those who 


know the injurious results of wartime 


prohibition during the latter half of 
the baseball season of 1919. The re 
sults may be better this year, yet suf- 
ficiently powc.ful to be noticeable in 
the league gtandings next October. 

Intemperance among professional 
ball players practically disappeared in 
the decade previous to the war. The 
“booze hounds,” of whom a few were 
left in the early years of the twenti- 
eth century, soon dropped out, either 
because of age or reduced vitality. The 
youngsters who replaced them, warned 
against the incompatibility of hard 
liquor and athletic endeavor, eschewed 
intemperance through selfish motives, 
if for no other reason. 


Switch Their Beverage. 

That does not mean the majority of 
ball players became teetotalers. Many 
of them drank beer, perhaps unwisely, 
but not too much to impair their bread 
winning ability. After July 1, when it 
became difficult to obtain the 2% per 
cent which had satisfied their thirsts, 
some of them turned to the stronger 
beverages which wartime prohibition 
merely increased in price, without re- 
dudéing the visible supply discernible to 
the naked eye of any one who did not 
wear government goggles. The number 
of players who turned from beer to 
booze increased as the drought con- 
tinued. 

.That explains some things which 
caused comment last season, including 
certain events in the late lamented 
world’s series. 

Can They Get It? They Can. 

Whether national prohibition will de- 
crease or increase the consumption of 
alcohol among major league players 


remains to be seen. Because it will be’ 


more difficult for the average Amerti- 
can camel to obtain, it does not neces- 
sarily follow that it will be more inac- 
cessible to the average diamond star.

And there is al- 
ways the chance the “stick” in a 
covert drink may be real wood. 


Depends on Common Sense. 

Whether or not intemperance in. 
creases among major league players 
this year depends largely on the com- 
mon sense and foresight of the ath- 
letes themselves and on the alertness 
and influence of their-managers. Also 
on*the wisdom and sincerity of their 
friends. 

Aside from that the outlook for the 
Gifferent teams in the coming pennant 
races has been pretty thoroughly dis 
cussed in these parts recently, and it 
only remains for me to summarize 
briefly here the prospects of the Na- 
tional league conténders. 

The Cubs, if Herzog can avoid the 
surgeon's knife until fall, will have a 
stronger team than when they started 
last spring, and if Tyler comes back 
they will be better than when they 
finished last fall. Without Herzog the 
infield will wabble; without Tyler the 
Cubs will need another good southpaw. 
They have the best catcher in the 
league and a strong, fast outfield. 


Handicaps in Chestiness.

ion to Use the 
Patterns 


HE shirtwaist No. 9603, 
which is shown today, 
is a useful addition to 
most wardrobes. And 
there is such a wide choice 
of materials, from the heavy | 
linens; wash flannels, etc., to 
the lovely ginghams, batistes, | 
organdies, crépes, or geor- 
gettes. 
See that the back and un- 
der arm lengths are right, and 
don't take a chance with ma- 
terials that are to be laun- 
dered and shrink. The cloths 


are so lovely before being 

laundered that many will risk 

their not giving trouble after- 
wards. But they svrely will unless 
proper allowances are made. 

The fronts are gathered on the 
shoulders, and in basting the shoulder 
seams together hold the front next to 
you and arrange the fullness evenly. 
Gather in small stitches, else the full- 
ness will lie in uneven, ugly plaits. 

No. 9584 is a simple, attractive de- 
sign and not difficult to make. The 
skirt should be- finished in the back 
with a “wash” placket, which means 
the long strip that goes from ‘one end 
to the other. This requires special at- 
tention at the end of the opening; 
where the turning in the strip is made, 
else there will-be a pucker, or maybe a 
short space where the strip and skirt 
show little spaces. 

To avoid poor work there, clip the 
seam each side of the turning point, 
lay the entire length out straight, and 
backstitch in small stitches for a space 
of about a half inch each side of the 
turn. Then, after the basting has 
been finished the rest of the way, the 

entire length can be stitched in a 
seam, and the turning point will be 
firm and smooth. | 

Embroidery of all kinds is so popular 
as trimming it will be pretty to deco- 

-rate the edge of the peplum with 
something of the kind. And part of 
the same design should be used on 
the sleeves and the front of the waist. 

The length of the peplum can be 
changed to suit the figure by measur- 
ing down from the bottom all the way 
around the desired number of inches, 
but always remember the lower edge 
is quite circular, especially through 
the sides, so it will have to be care- 
fully handled to avoid stretching. 

The finish at the neck is a piece of 
work that will require care. The left 
side of the neck of the waist, from 
the middie back to the right edge of 
the front, should be finished with a 
facing, and the right side of the neck 
left with the raw edge. Then the 


lower edge in aseam ‘on the wrong 
side, turned right side out, and basted 
together near the upper edge. Ex- 
actly in the middle of the back the 
collar should be clipped to the depth 
of a seam, say one-half inch, and the 
left side of the collar set into a nar- 
row band, beginning exactly in the 
middie of the back and extending to 
the end of the collar. Then the right 
half of the collar is basted to the raw 
neck edge, a narrow bias strip is bast- 
ed on and stitched in place, and the 
facing hemmed down over the seam. 
The left side of the collar is then fas- 
tened to the dress with snaps. 

No. 9580 is a dear little dress for 
some small girl. To get the best effect 


two materials should be used, a plaid 
or some other design for the main 
part of the dress and a plain color for 
the front and sash.

For 
instance there are now on the market 
a number of liquid and wax polishes, 
which will give admirable results, if 
they are used as directed. 

in the use of wax polishes the first 
step is thoroughly to clean the body 
of the car. The polish is applied to 
the surface with a piece of cheesecloth 
and then another clean cloth is used 
to distribute the wax evenly all over 
the surface. Car owners commonly 
make the mistake of thinking that the 
more wax applied the better. As a 
matter of fact a thin film is all that 
is needed. The polish will last for 
from four days to a week and after 
it has been applied at the beginning 
of the week, a little rubbing with a 
clean cloth will bring out the luster 
again. The wax polish may be used 
for body, fenders, hood, and other 
lustrous surfaces and it will also be 
found that if the under side of the 
fenders is cleaned and giving a good 
coating of wax, less mud will be de- 
posited and what there is may be 
easily removed.

face with a large sprayer.. In using 
this polish, the body must first be 
thoroughly cleaned with water. If 
the body surfaces are mereiy dusty, 
the polish may be sprayed on and then 
be wiped off with a clean cloth. After 
spraying the polish over the surface, 
a piece of cheesecloth is used to wipe 
off the excess. There is no necessity 
for vigorous rubbing. 

The present day.owner must not 
assume that these new and really use- 
ful aids to beautifying the motor car 
have superseded plain water.

IF THE EARTH STOOD STILL. 


B. writes: “ Wh+ would be the 
result if the .arth should sud- 
_ denly cease its spinning mo- 
® tion? Would it fall into the 
sun?” This question. touches upon 
one of the most curious facts of ce- 
lestial mechanics. The earth’s rota- 
tion, or that of any «ihe planet, for 
that matter, has noth’-g whatever to 
do with its position in space or its mo- 
tion around the sun. Rotation and 
movement in a path are entirely sep- 
arate among the heavenly bodies. 


The spin of the world affects us 
closely, but it is a purely local affair, 
and the earth could go on indefinitely 
about 1 . sun even if it stood stock 
still. But the process of changing from 
one turn every twenty-four hours to no 
S. 1 at all would be a catastrophe. 

~~ 


The earth has rotated at its present 
rate ever since it first too’: shape out 
of a molten mass. The centrifugai 
force constantly generated by its mo- 


’ tion has produced a swelling all around 


the equator thirteen miles thick. If 
the motion were suddenly stopped this 
bulge would collapse under its own 
weight, and as its ramificat'. per- 
vade the structure of the continents 
all the land of the-earth would be car- 
ried down with it. The -eas would 
flow away from the equator and de- 
luge the lands near the poles. Vol- 
canoes would burst out at weak spots, 
and the whole earth would become a 
jund of fire. 

Perhaps the worst feature of such a 
hypothetical catastrophe would be the 
great lengthening of night and day. 
The sun would creep slowly across the

‘sky, making one circuit a year. There 


would be great extremes of climate 
between the torrid summer, when the 


“gun never set, and the unspeakably 


frigid winter, when it never rose. Such 
a world as this could hardly be hab- 
itable. 

There is no prospect, so far as as- 
tronomers can tell, that such a con- 
dition will ever come to pass on earth. 
Neither we nor our descendants for 
many generations need fear that the 
orderly succession cf day and night 
and winter and summer wil! be inter- 
rupted. 

Other worlds, that circle around the 
sun much as we do, have different 
kinds of rotation from ours. Our 
satellite world, the moon, for instance, 
is a body with little rotation. The day 
is long there, two weeks in duration, 
and the night is equally long. On 
the planet Jupiter the \‘hole day is 
less than ten hours long. If it were 
dawn there at what would be 6 in 
the morning, it would ben .. at half 
past 8, dark at 11, and light again 
at 4, in what would be to us the 
afternoon. The sun would appar 
ently race across the sky so fast 
that one could see it go. 


It is easy to talk o! bodies falling | 


into the sun, .but such things de not 
often happen. In fact, no first class 
celestial object has ever been actually 
observed to strike the sun, although 
there is a strong probability that smal! 
meteoric rocks frequently have such 
an end. If the earth were to sud- 
derily stand still in its orbit, and then 
could have a free fall quite unattracted 
by the other planets, two quite impos- 
sible conditions, it would certainly 
strike the sun. Butif it deviated from 
a straight line as it fell, it would miss 
the globe of the sun, go by it, wheel 
around, go back on the other side, and 
finally come back to a condition of 
rest at the starting point, from whence 
it would repeat the performance again 
and again. /
